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Council in row over right of way 


A ROW has erupted between Honiton 
Town Council and the owners of the Dow¬ 
ell Street Auction Rooms after a right of 
way passage was blocked off. 

The walkway has been in dispute for several 
years and the blockage - wooden planters (pic¬ 
tured) - was discovered last week when staff at 
Hospiscare turned up for work and found their 
usual path from the Beehive car park down to the 
shop cut off. 

Following an outcry from the public, Honiton 
Town Council released a statement addressing the 
situation. 

A spokesperson for Honiton Town Council said: 
“There had been an extensive amount of damage 
that had been caused by the constant misuse of 
people attempting to get down the very steep and 
often slippery slope. The town council were ex¬ 
tremely concerned for the safety of these people 
and that one day someone was going to be seri¬ 
ously hurt unless some actions was taken. The 
Auction House including the Warehouse has its 
own access point from the road to the side of the 
building and there is no need for anyone to attempt 
to walk or drive over the very steep slope. I attach 
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a photograph for your information.” 

The Dowell Street Auction Rooms, which are 
next door to the Beehive (Honiton Town Council’s 
offices), currently have two tenants leasing the 
space, Whittons Auctioneers and Hospiscare. 

The statement continued: “The town council has 
been involved in this legal case involving access 
rights which has been discussed in several council 
meetings. This has been an issue dating as far back 
as early 2014, one which the town council tried to 
resolve by offering a formal license arrangement 
to the freeholder property owners of the Auction 
House next door to the Beehive. This was refused 
resulting in the property owners taking out legal 
action against the council. The town council was 
concerned for the safety of local people using the 
steep slope between the two properties and as a 
public authority priority must ensure that proper 
arrangements are in place and adhered to at all 


times. During the legal process the town council 
tried once again to put in a formal arrangement. 
This was again refused but then shortly afterwards 
the property owners withdrew their legal proceed¬ 
ings. At this point the town council wrote to the 
property owners asking that they remove their gate 
and stop using this as an access point to the back 
of their building otherwise the town council will 
have no choice but to take further action. We un¬ 
derstand this was all before Hospiscare took on 
their tenancy.” 

The council were also quick to deny that the ‘bar¬ 
riers’ were put in under cloak and dagger but in fact 
were installed when councillors were available to 
do it. 

The council spokesperson added: “We are keen 
to support Hospiscare as much as possible and will 
be more than pleased to consider providing a li¬ 
cense arrangement to Hospiscare directly. If mu¬ 
tually agreed this arrangement would be managed 
properly with proper safety notices and insurance 
in place.” 

Helen and Michael Matthews, the joint freehold 



owners of the Dowell Street auction rooms, said 
the council is hiding behind ‘safety’ as an excuse 
to block the entrance. 

Mr Matthews said: “We feel that Honiton Town 
Council is unnecessarily using Health and Safety as 
a reason to block an existing right of way, knowing 
it affects the tenants - Hospiscare - the most, and 
place us as landlords under the most pressure to give 
up a right we have personally used for some 32 
years. How can the council hide behind ‘safety’ as 
an excuse to block our entrance when the council’s 
own actions have made it more dangerous and 
caused loss of business to Hospiscare.” 

Mrs Matthews added: ‘The reason the slope is 
now there is because when the Beehive was built 
the builders raised the level of the Dowell Street 
car park by almost a meter in height in this partic¬ 
ular comer, making the entrance more difficult to 
use. To alleviate the existing problem, the entrance 
should be reduced to its former level.” 

Mr and Mrs Matthews said they were not sur¬ 
prised that there is public outrage over what has 
taken place. 

The couple added: “We would like to know why 
this barrier was erected by the council on a Sunday 
afternoon but neither Hospiscare or Whittons Auc¬ 
tioneers knew anything about the council’s actions?”

From the editor’s chair 

Miscreants fail to ruin the carnival 



CARNIVALS are fun events. People turn out in 
their thousands to watch the spectacle, enjoy 
a beer of two perhaps and buy an over-priced 
hot-dog from the street vendors. It’s part of 
our social culture in this part of the world and 
they are great family occasions. 

When so many people crowd into a town like 
Axminster there’s always going to be a few id¬ 
iots who make a fool of themselves, young¬ 
sters showing off to their mates by drinking too 
much, embarrassing their parents. 

Sometimes they square up to each other but 
it rarely turns nasty. 

This newspaper has been criticised heavily in 
the past when we have highlighted such be¬ 
haviour and no doubt we will get a similar reac¬ 
tion when our carnival report is read this week. 

There have been a few postings on social 
media that the behaviour of some ruined the 
evening for many. Police have confirmed that 
one group did cause a great deal of trouble and 
arrests followed. 

We have spoken to a number who are closely 
connected with the carnival and whilst they 
deplored any bad behaviour they did not feel it 


ruined the enjoyment of the occasion for the 
majority. True, there was a great deal of mess, 
including lots of broken glass, left around the 
streets but the organisers have praised Street 
Scene for clearing up the mess so quickly and 
thoroughly. 

It would be a shame if Saturday’s Axminster 
Carnival procession was marred by incidents of 
anti-social behaviour, especially as the organ¬ 
isers believe it was one of the best carnivals in 
recent years, attracting a bigger than usual 
crowd. 

They are not easy events for the police to 
control and monitor. They want the spectators 
to enjoy the occasion but have to come down 
hard on those who don’t behave. 

Police have admitted disorder was limited to 
a particular group and there were a number of 
arrests for criminal damage and one officer was 
assaulted. 

However, in a statement to this newspaper 
they stressed that the carnival was “fantastic, 
enjoyable and a credit to the organisers” and 
that those who misbehaved were being “dealt 
with”.

OTTERY St MARY SEATON 

Fight back on to New homes would 

save Ottery hospital slash 'green wedge’ 


THE fight to save Ottery St Mary Hospital has 
been re-ignited following reports that a raft of 
cuts, including bed closures at district and com¬ 
munity hospitals, could be in place by April 2017. 

The BBC reported on the bed closures last week 
following the leaking of a document concerning 
the strategy for Devon's health service. 

The Sustainability & Transformation Plan (STP), 
lays out that, if nothing were to change, by 2021 
the health services alone in Devon are likely to be 
£572m in deficit. 

The STP suggests that around 400 acute hospi¬ 
tal beds (one in six) across Devon could be cut, as 
well as almost 200 community hospital beds. 


PROPOSED affordable housing in a Beer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Plan consultation document has got 
Seaton town councillors worried. 

Should the proposal become reality it will effec¬ 
tively reduce the rural area - or ‘green wedge' - 
between Beer and Seaton by 50 per cent, they say. 

The site in question is a piece of land off New 
Road to the east of White Cliff. 

Seaton Town Council Planning Committee 
chairman Martin Shaw wrote: “We cannot accept 
that the land off New Road constitutes an accept¬ 
able site for development, even of affordable 
housing. 

"... Seaton will do all it can to block it.'' 


SIDMOUTH 

Port Royal set for 
regeneration 

A DILAPIDATED area on Sidmouth's seafront is 
set for regeneration after East Devon District 
Council's Cabinet, in partnership with Sidmouth 
Town Council, agreed to start a Scoping Study 
into Port Royal. 

Sidmouth Town Council has already recently 
approved the detail of a Scoping Study. 

A Scoping Study's purpose is simply to set out 
the options which are potentially viable for an 
area such as Port Royal. Consultation, commu¬ 
nication and engagement with the local commu¬ 
nity will feature for every stage of the project. 

Port Royal has been a hot topic in Sidmouth for 
a long time and earlier this year a local architec¬ 
ture firm privately ran an international competi¬ 
tion to design what the regeneration of the area 
should look like. Members of the public voted, 
with most of the feedback agreeing a community 
space was needed. 

SOUTH SOMERSET 

New efficient street 
lighting will pay for 
itself in seven years 

A MASSIVE £3.6 million, six-month programme 
to replace 18,000-plus street lights across Som¬ 
erset will start this month. 

Somerset County Council will replace around 
one third of its street lights with greener, more 
efficient and ‘Dark Sky' approved (to help reduce 
light pollution) LED technology 

As each new light will use around 53 per cent less 
energy, the initial capital investment of £3.6 million 
should be paid back in less than seven years. 

Somerset County Council already has a policy 
of replacing expired or damaged street lights 
with LEDs and there are currently around 6,500 
across Somerset. 

This latest contract will see a further 18,148 
lamps replaced between September and March 
2017 at locations all across the county where the 
existing street light columns are suitable for up¬ 
grading to LEDs.

Sidmouth man lucky to be alive 
after being crushed by truck 


A MAN has miraculously 
survived being crushed 
by a three-tonne dumper 
truck - driven by his 
brother. 

Dave Green, 25, be¬ 
came trapped under the 
vehicle when it tipped 
over and landed on 
him after it skidded on 
gravel. 

Paramedics, firefighters 
and the police all scram¬ 
bled to save his life by 
battling to remove the 
huge truck before he was 
flown to hospital. 

The plumber from Sid¬ 
mouth suffered a crush¬ 
ed pelvis, 10 broken ribs, 
a fractured shoulder, 
broken tailbone, lost 
one-and-a-half fingers 
and damaged his bladder. 

He was not expected 
to survive, but although 
he said that he was “still 
in a lot of pain” and is 
having surgery next 
week, he has confounded 
medical staff with his re¬ 
covery. 

Speaking from his hos¬ 
pital bed he said: “I’m not 
in the best place as I am 


still in hospital in a lot of 
pain and will be here for 
another six to eight 
weeks.” 

But his brother Danny, 
24, who was operating 
the vehicle said they 
were just thankful he 
was still alive. 

He said: “It’s probably 
the worst thing I have 
ever witnessed.” 

The pair had both been 
working together on a 
job in Branscombe when 
the accident happened 
on September 8th. 

Danny had pulled over 
to let a car pass but as 
their roofless vehicle 
pulled away it skidded 
and clipped a bank - 
sending Danny flying and 
Dave to the ground. 

The truck went up the 
bank and then came 
crashing down on Dave. 

“It all happened so 
fast,” said Danny, who 
works as a bricklayer. 

“We tried to straighten 
the dumper back up, but 
it went into the bank on 
the other side of the road 
and threw me off 


through the air. 

“Dave managed to 
jump off but, as he 
jumped, the dumper 
went up the bank and 
came down on him.” 

Fire crews battled to 
free Dave and he was 
flown to Derriford 


Hospital in Plymouth. 

His family were told 
that his condition was 
“critical and life- 
threatening” but he 
has since managed to 
pull through. 

Danny added: “The 
nurses said they did 


not know how he 
made it. 

“The emergency 
services were very 
quick, but it felt like 
forever - he was in so 
much pain.” 

Now, Dave is recov¬ 
ering in hospital and 


out of intensive care. 

He is awaiting his 
pelvis operation next 
Thursday and could be 
in hospital for another 
seven weeks. 

Danny added: “We 
are thankful he is 
here.”

THE DOCTORS at Axminster Medical Practice are concerned about the potential 
low uptake of influenza vaccine this year. The uptake of vaccine last year was one 
of our poorest on record and this is in line with the national picture. There were re¬ 
ports in the lay press that the vaccine did not provide adequate cover for circulating 
strains of flu virus in 2014/2015 and it is the case that the match was less good than 
most years although a number of important strains were covered. When the virus 
mutates after the vaccine has been prepared it is impossible to change it, but given 
that important strains are still covered it is vital that the uptake is high to maintain 
as much protection as possible. Public Health England recommended that people in 
all the usual risk groups be vaccinated to prevent unnecessary deaths. The uptake in 
the aged 65 and over group last year was 71 % which is lower than the World 
Health Organisation target of 75%. The uptake in those who are 65 and under but 
in particular high risk categories because of pre-existing medical conditions was 
only 45 % and this is particularly worrying since these people might be more 
severely affected were they to contract the virus. The vaccine works well to protect 
people from the prominent strains of flu and the difficulty with low uptake is that 
the immunity within the community at large (known as the ‘herd immunity’) falls 
and infection becomes more likely in both high and low risk groups of people. 
Whilst the illness in a low risk group is less likely to be severe with serious or life 
threatening complications it remains unpleasant and is likely to entail time off 
work. The lower the level of virus circulating as a result of vaccination, the lower 
the chance of all groups being infected. 

The doctors at Axminster Medical Practice all have the flu vaccine themselves 
and urge those patients in all eligible groups to consider doing the same thing.

Reject retirement complex plan 


■ I HAVE emailed the Chief Plan¬ 
ning Officer at East Devon District 
Council urging him, for the follow¬ 
ing reasons, either to recommend 
refusal of the PegasusLife appli¬ 
cation to build a giant retirement 
complex at Knowle Park, Sid- 
mouth, or to call for the applicant 
to re-submit with major changes: 

Firstly, recently uploaded docu¬ 
ments show that PegasusLife 
have ignored his and the public's 
concerns about the close proxim¬ 
ity to a listed building of two mas¬ 
sive 60-foot high apartment 
blocks on the park lawns and also 
about the massing, scale and bulk 
of the development in relation to 


the public park and to nearby res¬ 
idential properties. 

Secondly, new photomontages 
from the applicant show that the 
Design Review Panel's report 
(submitted earlier but upon which 
EDDC is minded to justify ap¬ 
proval) is based on false artistic 
impressions. The attached photo, 
for instance, taken from page 26 of 
PegasusLife's new Design Access 
Statement (document 2391416), 
shows the height of the proposed 
buildings on Knowle Drive to be 
roughly twice that suggested in 
the artist's impression.

as new ideas evolved? Countless com¬ 
munity hospitals were built to help 
solve the large hospitals’ problems of 
‘bedblocking’, for rehabilitation, con¬ 
valescing, clinics, minor ops; great 
ideas now being questioned and we are 
faced with threats of closure etc. How 
wasteful can you get? We are so grate¬ 
ful we’re so lucky here in Seaton 
where there has been huge voluntary 
support. Axminster is not so lucky. 

Much unnecessary cost is down to 
overmanagement, top-heavy adminis¬ 
tration which is not needed. The whole 
system is now sclerotic with too many 
overpaid managers with little knowl¬ 
edge of medicine, who seem to be bent 
on perpetuating their own jobs while 
treading on the views and needs of 
local people. 

Has anyone costed this constant re¬ 
organisation? Including a proliferation 
of meetings, eg from Seaton to Barn¬ 
staple, travel expenses, overtime, 
bonuses, booking town halls for public 
consultation (usually after they’ve ac¬ 
tually made decisions) and pointless 
distribution of handouts, eg are we sat¬ 
isfied, very satisfied or extremely sat¬ 
isfied (accompanied by new jargon to 
dazzle us. Have you noticed how every 
patient receives a care package? Now 
they are set on appropriate pathways!) 
We get no feedback from such ques¬ 
tionnaires but perhaps this is just as 
well! Managers seem to have endless 
meetings to discuss previous meetings. 

Precious time our GPs would like to 
treat patients rather than ticking boxes 
and keeping targets is wasted. 

May I give a simple example, fortu¬ 


nately not life-threatening? My hus¬ 
band, aged 90, has a large sebaceous 
cyst. A check-up at the Seaton League 
of Friends Fayre on July 2nd, by a 
local dermatologist, advised an ap¬ 
pointment with the local GP. Advice 
taken; GP advised an operation to re¬ 
move the cysts. My husband has had 
previous such cysts which were dealt 
with by a simple operation a few days 
after diagnosis, at the local surgery. 
But no: we have been reorganised. He 
received a letter from a group in New¬ 
ton Abbot to book a hospital of his 
choice. He phoned as requested. 
Choice easy, Seaton Hospital. Ah, no, 
not available. But there are vacancies 
in Newton Abbot or Torquay. He de¬ 
murred. Er - Axminster then (that’s 
better), but not until mid-October! OK. 
But is it OK? 

Aren’t our GPs allowed to practice 
their own s kill s? Please, please stop 
this gross overmanagement by people 
not qualified to deal with the medical 
needs of the public. Why should my 
husband have to ring Newton Abbot or 
even be expected to get there when his 
own surgery is an easy walk away? 

But a big thank-you to all the doc¬ 
tors, nurses and care staff who serve us 
so well in Seaton.

■ FOR many months my friends and I worked 
hard to try to save the modern, well-situated 
and efficient Ottery Hospital and its minor in¬ 
juries unit. Despite all the reasons for keeping 
it open, especially as the population of Ottery 
will soon expand by a quarter, it seems we 
have failed. Consequently, bed-blocking at 
Wonford will continue as new patients will be 
denied beds and local people will be denied 
local treatment. 

We have seen no reliable financial statistics 
on the costs of the closure, the provision of al¬ 
ternative care or of its so-called conversion 
into a hub. If other local experience is a guide, 
this means that the hospital could be idle for 
months. Many local people believe that the de¬ 
cision to close Ottery was taken some time ago 
and that current protestations, that it is to im¬ 
prove efficiency and to provide care in the com¬ 
munity, are but rationalisations to save money 
and to push the NHS into the private sector. 

If the UK was at war, would we withdraw at 
any stage on the grounds that we had spent 
the budget? The duty of the government now 
is to increase NHS spending dramatically to 
save lives, as it would try to do in war. We all 
know that government waste is huge and that 
more money should be collected from those 
who seek to avoid or evade tax. Action is re¬ 
quired now as every day that passes is a day 
nearer the end of the NHS as we know it.

Hie rhythm of Africa 
comes to East Devon 


A CELEBRATE AFRICA evening of pop-rock-gospel and African 
songs, drums and traditional African dancers Shosholoza in aid of 
a School in Zambia, will take place in Seaton. 

Local Musicians Lorrayn de Peyer and David Norrish join forces 
to put on a concert for a school in the bush in Africa where they 
both taught in the 1970’s. 

When Lorrayn and David both attended a re-union in London in 
2013 for the girls school Njase in Zambia, Africa where they had 
both been teachers, they were surprised to find that they were now 
living as neighbours, Lorrayn living in Seaton and David living in 
Sidmouth. 

Even more of a coincidence is that one of David’s many respon¬ 
sibilities when he taught at Njase all those years ago was to run the 
School Choir and that Lorrayn now runs two local choirs in East 
Devon and Taunton. 

At the school in Africa David encouraged the choir to sing the 
songs that come from their own languages, Tonga and Lesotho that 
is spoken in the surroundings areas to the school. He recorded a CD 
of the girls singing these songs which will be for sale at the concert. 
Back in the 1970’s this was no mean feat as record¬ 
ing equipment was scarce especially in Africa 

At that time Lorrayn was only nineteen years old 
and she taught the girls English, Games and Art at 
the school. She had no idea that she would later take 
up up music as her career and become a choir leader. 

At the re-union in London for the school where 
Lorrayn and David met up with each other they also 
connected with some of the X Njase students who 


now live in the UK. They heard how the school was in in a sad 
state of repair and on the decline needing money for even basic 
things like furniture and that the X Njase School girls (now 
women) were setting up a charity to support the school. 

So the idea to use the leverage of choirs to put on a concert for 
the school was born and Lorrayn and asked David Norrish if he 
would come and teach her choirs some of the Zambian songs that 
the girls used to sing in his choir at Njase which you can hear at 
the concert. The enthusiasm for the concert has since expanded to 
include special guest performances form some other local choirs - 
The Seaton Chorus ; The Rhythm of Life Choirs; a local drumming 
drop called Drum4Fun and a very special performance from the 
unique and original professional dancers from Zimbabwe called 
Shosholoza.
